Moderator  suggested  we  hear 
the  report  on  the  dogs,  the  Committee  having  been 
appointed  last  Town  Meeting.  The  following  is  the 
report  from  Mrs.  Farr,  Chairman  of  the  committee: 

Knowing  as  I  did  that  the  viewpoints  of  Mr. 
Lewandowski  and  Mr.  Boudreau  were  diametrically 
opposed  to  my  own,  and  knowing  that  little  can  be 
accomplished  by  a  committee  pulling  in  opposite 
directions,  I  decided  not  to  call  any  committee  meet- 
irigs  at  all,  but  to  conduct  the  investigation  on  my 
own. 

I  spoke  with  people  in  all  walks  of  life  about 
the  dog  problem.  I  read  newspaper  accounts  of 
towns  which  had  passed  leash  laws,  in  some  of  which 
the  laws  were  mot  enforced  because  the  people  re- 
fused to  appropriate  the  money  needed  for  such 
enforcement. 

I  discovered  that  a  leash  lavv^  is  not  the  answer  I 
vv^as  seeking.  Just  as  any  law  prohibiting  certain  hu- 
man behavior,  such  as  stealing,  is  ignored  by  those 
people  it  is  intended  to  restrain ;  so  a  leash  law  will 
be  obesrved  by  those  who  care  for  their  dogs  and  who 
have  trained  them  to  be  well-behaved ;  it  will  be  ig- 
nored by  those  whose  dogs  most  need  restraining. 

Recently  I  was  told  that  the  state  legislature 
had,  in  the  last  session,  rewritten  the  law^  concerning 
the  restraining  of  dogs.  This  law  now  states  very 
clearly  the  actions  to  be  taken  by  the  city  or  town 
officials  when  a  complaint  is  made,  and  describes  ex- 
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plicitly  those  conditions  under  which  a  dog  is  con- 
sidered a  menace  or  a  nuisance. 

I  submit  a  copy  of  this  statute,  and  ask  that  it  be 
read  into  the  minutes  of  this  town  meeting,  in  order 
that  RSA  466 :31  Session  Laws  1967 :294  be  published 
in  the  town  report  for  1968  so  that  all  the  peole  of 
East  Kingston  may  be  aware  of  its  contents. 

My  recommendation,  therefore,  is  that  the  people 
of  East  Kingston  utilize  this  expanded  statute,  and 
that  the  town's  selectmen  and  policemen  enforce  it  as 
required  by  law." 

New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Volume 
4,  1967.  Supplement  Title  XLV  Chapter  466  Dogs 
Section  31. 

I.  Any  person  who  considers  a  dog  to  be  causing 
a  nuisance  or  to  be  a  menace  to  persons  or  property 
may  make  complaint  to  any  law  enforcement  of- 
ficer or  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  such 
dog  is  kept,  and  such  officers  shall,  within  three  days 
after  the  receipt  of  such  complaint,  investigate  the 
case  and,  if  the  complaint  is  sustained,  shall 
forthwith  order  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  to 
abate  the  nuisance.  Service  of  such  order  shall  be 
made  upon  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  by  caus- 
ing a  certified  copy  of  such  order  to  be  delivered  to 
him.  Any  owner  or  keeper  upon  whom  notice  of  such 
order  has  been  served,  may,  within  ten  days  thereaf- 
ter, bring  a  petition  in  the  municipal  or  district  court 
for  the  town  or  city,  as  the  case  may  be,  praying  that 
the  order  be  reviewed  by  the  court.  After  notice  to  the 
investigating  officers,  and  upon  hearing  the  court 
shall  affirm,  modify  or  dismiss  such  order,  as  justice 
may  require.  During  the  pendency  of  such  action  and 
the  order  of  the  justice  of  the  court,  the  owner  or 
keeper  of  such  dog  shall  restrain  such  dog  from  run- 
Ding  at  large.  Any  person  who  neglects  to  restrain 
?uch  dog  from  running  at  large,  in  compliance  v/ith 
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orders  hereunder  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twen- 
ty-five dollars,  the  dog  taken  into  custody  by  the  po- 
lice of  the  city  or  constable  of  the  town  and  such 
disposition  made  of  the  dog  as  the  court  may  order. 
II.  Under  this  section,  a  dog  is  causing  a  nuisance 
or  is  a  menace  to  persons  or  property  under  any  of 
the  following  conditions:  (a)  if  it  barks  continuously 
for  sustained  periods  of  time;  (b)  while  it  runs  at 
large  on  the  streets  or  on  property  other  than  its 
owners',  it  turns  over  garbage  cans  or  waste  con- 
tainers, or  otherwise  causes  garbage  or  waste  to  be 
scattered  in  yards  or  on  streets  or  sidewalks;  (c) 
while  it  runs  at  large  it  barks  at  or  snaps  at  or  runs 
after  persons  walking  on  sidewalks  or  streets,  or  at 
persons  riding  bicycles  on  sidewalks  or  streets;  (d) 
Vv'hile  it  runs  at  large  it  barks  at  or  runs  after  motor 
vehicles  being  driven  along  the  streets;  (e)  while  it 
runs  at  large  it  gathers  in  packs  with  other  dogs  and 
runs  with  the  pack  after  game,  domestic  animals,  or 
human  beings:  (f)  while  running  at  large  it  digs  or 
scratches  in  gardens  or  around  cultivated  areas,  so 
as  to  uproot  or  destroy  the  growing  plants,  shrubs, 
or  trees;  (g)  while  in  heat  is  unconfined.

Town  Cemeteries,  and  report  back  to  the  Selectmen 
prior  to  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  so  that 
proper  bills  may  be  filed  there  if  this  action  should 
be  necessary.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  &  District  Chief 


People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the 
number  of  fires  increase  in  an  area  as  the  popula- 
tion increases  and  our  state  is  growing  tremen- 
dously. This  means  that  we  all  must  be  aware  of 
fire  causes  and  do  our  best  to  prevent  their  occur- 
rence. 

When  we  are  very  young  the  lighted  match  is 
an  adventure,  burnt  fingers  and  a  dropped  match 
is  another  fire.  A  little  older  we  like  to  have  a  wood- 
land cookout,  or  go  out  by  ourselves  for  a  smoke 
but  fire  and  forests  get  together  for  another  stat- 
istic. We  adults  like  to  clean  up  in  the  spring,  burn 
the  old  debris  and  the  dead  grass,  result  —  escaped 
fires  and  much  personal  expense. 

With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in 
w^oodlands  and  vdth  abandoned  fields  and  forests 
crowding  the  back  yard  of  our  villages'  streets,  it  is 
necessary  that  everyone  be  aware  all  through  the  fire 
season,  which  comes  with  the  disappearance  of  snow, 
of  the  need  to  be  careful  with  outdoor  fires  and  fire 
sources. 

The  following  action  will  help : 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted 
matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material 
from  a  car  or  while  walking  through  fields 
or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at 
the  town  dump.  If  you  must  burn — 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town 
fire  warden  for  all  debris  burning  except 
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when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow. 
Cooking  fires  in  outdoor  fireplaces  or  in 
charcoal  brasiers  in  your  own  back  yard 
is  permitted  on  notification  of  the  ward- 
en. 

b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to 
allow  burning  of  household  rubbish  on 
grass  by  householders  between  9:00  a.m. 
and  5:00  p.m. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the 
fire  before  you  light  the  match. 

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to 
your  fire  warden  or  fire  department. 

Help  to  keep  our  town  out  of  the  fire  occur- 
rence column  and  save  your  tax  dollar  for  useful 
purposes.

Superintendent's  Report 


It  is  a  privilege  for  me  to  present  this  first  an- 
nual message  as  Superintendent.  Certainly,  appre- 
ciation is  due  to  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Raymond  Hoyt, 
who  served  the  schools  of  Union  #16  for  twenty 
years.  Finding  the  schools  fully  staffed,  instruction- 
al materials  on  hand,  and  the  complex  business  of 
several  districts  in  good  order,  v/as  of  great  benefit 
to  me  and  to  the  schools. 

The  new  school  year  began  with  a  Union-wide 
faculty  meeting  of  the  professional  staff  at  the 
Exeter  Area  Junior  High  School  on  Tuesday,  Sep- 
tember 3,  1968.  On  the  following  day  the  schools 
opened  for  instruction. 

The  East  Kingston  schools  opened  this  year  with 
87  pupils,  an  increase  of  5  pupils  from  the  begin- 
ning of  school   a  year  ago.   This  represents  a  6% 
growth.  There  are  presently  33  East  Kingston  pupils 
in  the  Area  Junior  High  School  and  49  in  the  Area 
High  School. 

One  of  Mr.  Hoyt's  last  concerns  for  the  East 
Kingston  schools  was  adequate  building  space  to 
meet  the  immediate  and  long  term  needs  of  the 
children  in  your  community.  This  concern  has  de- 
volved upon  me  as  the  new  Superintendent.  As  con- 
cerned as  I  am,  I  can  truly  do  little.  It  is  the  people 
of  East  Kingston,  both  individually  and  collectively, 
who  must  look  at  the  problem  in  all  its  dimensions 
and  arrive  at  a  community  solution.  The  immediate 
bottleneck  is,  it  appears,  that  many  people  do  not 
even   wish    to    think   about   the   problem    of   school 
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space;  let  alone  do  something  about  it. 

The  present  status  of  things  is  this.  The  School 
Board,  late  last  spring,  did  appoint  a  School  Build- 
ing Study  Advisory  Committee.  The  Committee 
studied  the  problems  of  space,  even  secured  the  ad- 
vise of  an  architect,  Mr.  Irving  Hershey,  without 
charge.  Many  possible  alternatives  were  examined. 
The  committee  even  set  its  eye  on  a  possible  four 
room  elementary  school  site.  In  the  course  of  their 
deliberations,  the  prospective  site  was  sold  to  a 
private  buyer.  Expansion  of  the  Pound  School  and/ 
or  Brown's  Academy  were  studied.  There  were  evi- 
dent disadvantages  to  expansion  of  these  facilities ; 
they  were : 

1.  The  State  Department  would  not  approve 
either  site  for  state  building  aid  as  neither  site  could 
meet  minimum   acreage   standards. 

2.  The  cost  of  expanding  these  facilities  be- 
cause of  their  basic  structure  and  location  would  be 
quite  expensive  and  though  this  would  serve  short 

term  needs  for  a  few  years,  it  would  not  solve  the 
long  term  problem  as  it  would  leave  no  further 
room  for  expansion  on  existing  sites. 

Other  alternatives  were  looked  at,  such  as  rental 
of  a  space  here  and  there  when  the  need  arose.  This 
too  has  its  clear  disadvantages  in  that  it  is  expen- 
sive, educationally  inefficient  because  of  the  "scat- 
tering" of  pupils,  and  leaves  the  community  with 
no  equity  in  capital  assets. 

The  problem  is  "real"  as  the  following  statistics 
taken  from  official  census  reports  will  show;  the 
growth  rate  over  an  eight  year  period  is  inescapable.

An  individual  class  and  teacher  for  the  1st  grade 
and  the  2nd  grade  is  recommended  to  the  voters  in 
the  1969-70  Budget  as  Mrs.  Loch  can  no  longer  be 
expected  to  teach  a  combination  1st  and  2nd  grade 

class  of  37  youngsters indeed  it  is  unlikely  that 

any  other  teacher  in  the  state  but  Mrs.  Loch  would 
have  tolerated  such  a  teaching  load  for  so  long  a 
tfme.  This  means  we  must  have  one  additional  room 
for  1969-70.  ¥/hen  the  size  of  the  other  two  combined 
classes  are  looked  at  in  conjunction  with  the  exper- 
ience of  the  past  as  illustrated  by  the  above  chart,  we 
can  see  the  problem  clearly.  The  3rd  and  4th  grade 
class  presently  numbers  33  pupils.  Next  year's  3rd 
and  4th  grade  class  should  number  28  if  all  are 
promoted  and  there  are  no  move-ins  or  move-outs ; 
that  can  be  accommodated.  But  in  the  1970-71  school 
year,  if  all  37  pupils  move  up,  we  shall  again  be 
faced  with  the  additional  need  of  another  room  and 
another  teacher  to  provide  a  separate  room  and 
teacher  for  the  3rd  grade  and  also  for  the  4th  grade. 
Should  any  growth  in  pupils  occur  (as  has  ocurred 
in  the  past)  above  the  37  pupils  we  presently  count 
in  the  1st  and  second  grades,  it  will  simply  make 
these  needs  absolute  if  you  wish  to  continue  to  edu- 
cate your  elementary  children  in  East  Kingston.  The 
people  of  East  Kingston  must  look  at  these  facts 
now!  The  people  must  arrive  at  some  decisions  on 
these  matters  in  the  year  of  grace  immediately  ahead, 
before  the  full  weight  of  these  problems  descend 
upon  us. 

My  personal  observations  of  East  Kingston  pu- 
pils has  been  thus  far  very  limited.  There  have  been 
the  usual  problems  with  buses  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  overcrowding  in  the  Pound  School's  first  and 
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second  grade,  and  the  normal  learning-  problems 
which  confront  some  children  at  every  grade  level. 
These  situations  are  bound  to  be  with  us  as  long  as 
we  maintain  schools.  By-and-large  the  schools  have 
been  functioning  smoothly  and  effectively. 

The  teaching  staff  has  had  two  changes  in  the 
last  year.  Mrs.  Helen  Hubner  has  replaced  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Tilton  as  3-4  Grade  Teacher  and  Mr.  Alfred 
White  has  replaced  Miss  Carol  Hanson  as  5-6  Grade 
Teacher.  The  present  staff  with  their  grade  assign- 
ments and  present  enrollments  are  listed  below: 
Mr.  Alfred  White,  Prin.  —  Grades  5  &  6  26  Pupils 
Mrs.  Helen  Hubner,  Grades  3  &  4  33  Pupils 

Mrs.  Blanche  Loch,  Grades  1  &  2  37  Pupils 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  Music 
Mrs.  Virginia  Holder,  Nurse 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  closely  with  Mr. 
Fred  King,  Teacher  Consultant,  in  his  vital  work  as 
teacher  advisor  and  curriculum  developer.  Mr.  King's 
comments  on  his  work  speak  for  themselves : 

A  great  deal  of  careful  planning  must  take  place 
if  the  elementary  school  is  to  accomplish  its  assigned 
responsibility  for  education. 

Various  study  groups  this  year  have  been  formed 
to  look  at  curriculum  areas.  A  committee  at  present 
is  taking  a  look  at  our  science  program.  We  have  a 
general  committee  consisting  of  one  member  from 
each  grade  level.  This  person  in  turn  works  with  all 
the  teachers  of  that  grade  level  in  the  Union.  Pro- 
grams and  ideas  are  exchanged.  The  eventual  goal 
will  be  to  come  up  with  the  latest  in  science  educa- 
tion for  students  in  Grades  One  to  Twelve. 

We  had  another  committee  this  past  fall  to  study 
our  testing  program.  The  state  is  currently  sponsor- 
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ing  state  testing  at  Grades  2-4-6  and  8.  We  decided  to 
adjust  our  programs  to  go  along  with  the  state  pro- 
gram. Grades  will  be  testing  each  fall  with  achieve- 
ment and  intelligence  tests. 

We  have  a  Union  Committee  currently  work- 
ing on  our  report  cards  and  reporting  symbols.  Re- 
port cards  have  been  the  traditional  vehicle  for  re- 
porting academic  progress  to  parents.  Some  new  re- 
port cards  are  attempting  to  report  a  more  compre- 
hensive analysis  of  total  growth.  The  committee  will 
hopefully  have  a  revised  ranking  procedure  ready 
for  the  1969-70  school  year. 

The  Federal  Grants  continue  to  occupy  a  large 
portion  of  my  time.  At  present  Exeter,  Newfields, 
and  Stratham  are  studying  a  new  Title  I  proposal. 
Realizing  the  importance  of  a  child's  first  experience 
in  school,  a  committee  is  studying  a  transition  type 
program  for  the  immature  six  year  old.  The  com- 
mittee feels  it  is  a  more  sensible  approach  to  spend 
time  and  energy  on  preventing  problems  rather  than 
on  remedying  them. 

Our  Title  II  funds  continue  to  place  books  and 
materials  into  our  libraries.  I  regret  to  say,  however, 
that  we  received  only  half  as  much  money  this  year 
due  to  a  Federal  cut. I  do  feel  this  Federal  grant  has 
provided  much  needed  resource  material  to  aid  chil- 
dren's natural  curiosity  to  go  beyond  the  textbook. 

The  second  broad  area  is  that  of  instructional 
improvement.  This  focuses  on  the  degree  to  which 
children  are  actually  learning  to  read,  work  with 
numbers,  etc.  The  committee  work  mentioned  above 
affects  this  area.  The  teacher  consultant  works  with 
the  staff  members  both  individually  and  as  groups. 
I  am  aware  that  school  programs  and  teachers'  ef- 
forts  range   over  a   continuum   from   traditional   to

modern,  and  from  conservative  to  progressive.  The 
main  concern  is  that  all  children  are  challenged  to 
use  their  full  potential.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  have 
served  this  community  for  the  past  seven  years  in 
these  tvv^o  vital  areas  of  curriculum  development  and 
instructional  improvement.  I  hope  to  continue  to 
show  leadership  in  future  educational  projects.

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Report  of  School  Health  Services 


To  The  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  present  and  future  health  of  the  nation  de- 
pends in  part  on  the  understanding  of  individual  and 
community  health  problems  by  the  general  public 
and  on  intelligent  health  behavior.  This  is  the  goal 
toward  which  health  education  is  directed. 

Through  education  only,  can  we  expect  returns 
from  our  efforts  to  establish  good  understanding  and 
practices  of  health,  hygiene,  and  safety  among  our 
young  people.  We  therefore  plan  to  make  available 
interesting  speakers,  new  films,  filmstrips,  publica- 
tions and  other  aids  to  enrich  the  health  education 
curriculum — ideally  for  use  in  connection  with  spec- 
ial class  units  at  a  time  when  material  will  be  most 
meaningful  to  the  students. 

As  of  all  special  services  it  is  often  asked,  "Just 
what  is  included  in  this  program — do  the  results  bal- 
ance off  favorably  with  the  expense  involved.  Are 
we  paying  too  much — or  too  little"?  It  is  my  belief 
that  many  are  not  really  aware  of  just  what  their 
school  health  services  encompass  and  strive  to  ac- 
complish, and  for  this  reason  less  philosophy  and 
more  facts  are  projected  in  my  report  this  year. 

Listed    below   are   some   of   the   routine   health 
measures  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  your 
school  nurse  during  the  year: 
Maintaining   up    to    date   school   health   records   on 

every  child 
Heights  and  v/eights 

Vision  screening,  necessary  referrals  and  follow-up 
Hearing  screening,  necessary  referrals  and  follow-up 
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Evaluation  of  physical  examination  findings,  and  fol- 
low-up according  to  recommendations  of  the 
school  physician 

Immunizations  of  children  where  advisable  by  school 
physician   (with  parent  permission) 

Tuberculin  testing  on  children  of  Grades  1  &  7,  and 
members  of  the  Staff 

Dental  hygiene  program  including  application  of 
topical  fluoride 

Free  summer  dental  program  for  pre-school  chil- 
dren in  cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Dental 
Public  Health 

Referrals  to  special  services  when  indicated 

Lazy-eye  clinics  and  developmental  screening  on 
children  4  to  51/2  years  (a  program  to  be  carried 
out  during  the  week  following  the  closing  of 
school  in  June.  We  hope  all  parents  of  children 
in  this  age  bracket  will  watch  for  notices  of  this 
important  date.) 

First  aid  and  related  services  carried  out  in  the  of- 
fice when  the  nurse  is  on  duty  never  fail  to  pre- 
sent the  usual  program  interruption. 

Elementary  counseling  where  there  is  no  such  pro- 
vision in  the  school  plan  must  be  offered  in  many 
instances  by  the  school  nurse 

Home  visits,  while  held  to  a  necessary  minimum  are, 
nevertheless,  an  important  and  time  consuming 
responsibility  under  school  health  services 

Communication  between  Principal,  teachers,  special 
education  personnel,  psychological  services, 
school  and  private  physicians,  school  nurse  and 
parents  are  of  considerable  value  in  promoting 
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an  effective  team  approach.  With  all  personnel 
working  together,  mindful  of  the  other's  role 
and  in  cooperation  with  the  parents,  progress 
can  be  faster  and  surer. 

Again,  these  are  but  several  of  the  many  ways  in 
which  your  school  health  service  endeavors  to  make 
profitable  use  of  all  too  limited  time.  Here  I  would 
like  to  mention  that  the  State  recommendation  pro- 
vides for  a  School  Nurse  pupil  load  of  from  350  to 
750  and  fewer  where  travelling  from  school  to  school 
or  town  to  town  is  involved.  This  school  nurse  is  car- 
rying a  pupil  load  of  nearly  1,000  pupils  enrolled  in 
6  schools  located  in  five  towns  geographically  spaced 
from  7  to  21  miles  apart.  These  towns  are  served  up- 
on a  percentage  basis  according  to  school  enrollment 
and  each  school  is  visited  at  least  one  a  week  —  of- 
tener  upon  request  for  special  conference  by  an  ad- 
ministrator, teacher  or  parent. 

Parents  are  welcome  and  encouraged  to  visit  the 
health  office  for  conference  when  there  is  a  health 
related  interest  which  you  m.ay  wish  to  discuss. 

Its  own  role  well  earned,  Volunteer  services  are 
increasingly  in  demand  throughout  our  schools  and 
of  inestimable  value.  I  cannot  say  how  very  grateful 
1  am  for  the  many  hours  contributed  by  the  generous 
and  conscientious  volunteers  in  my  schools  during  the 
past  year.  Their  help  and  willingness  to  serve  for 
other-than-pay  reward  is  commendable  and  they  are, 
indeed,  a  real  part  of  the  school  team. 

May  I  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
support  of  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Principals,  Mr.  Alfred  White  and  Mrs. 
Blanche  Loch,  members  of  the  Staff,  and  to  our 
school  pediatrician.  Dr.  John  Tuthill,  whose  interest 
and  help  has  contributed  greatly  in  making  this  a 
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successful  and  pleasant  working  year.

The  School  Study  Advisory  Committee  has  met 
live  times  and  has  discussed  extensively  the  problems 
facing  the  comimunity.  It  has  viewed  sites  and  has 
had  the  benefit  of  counsel  from  people  qualified  to 
speak  on  the  matter.  Our  guests  have  been :  Mr.  Ira 
Stickney,  a  member  of  the  N.  H.  State  Department  of 
Education;  Mr.  Irving  Hershey,  architect;  Mr.  Ray- 
mond Hoyt  and  Dr.  Adamo,  directors  of  Supervisory 
Union  No.  16. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  there  ex- 
ists and  no  doubt  will  continue  to  exist,  at  an  ever- 
increasing  degree  of  urgency,  a  real  need  for  addi- 
tional space  for  our  elementa,ry  school  children. 

However,  it  is  our  further  opinion  that  the  com- 
plexities of  erecting  an  entirely  new  structure  are  so 
great  that  an  in-depth  study  could  not  be  completed 
in  time  to  make  a  fair  presentation  to  the  voters  by 
School  District  Meeting  1969. 

We  recommend  that  the  School  Board  authorize 
and  appoint  an  expanded  Advisory  Committee  to  ex- 
amine all  facets  of  a  possible  new  structure  —  par- 
ticularly as  to  enrollment  trends,  financing  and  site 
selections;  such  committee  to  make  its  recommenda- 
tions in  time  for  official  action  by  School  District 
Meeting  1970. 

In  the  meantime,  the  following  two  suggestions 
for  solving  our  problem  are  made: 

1.  Approach  the  trustees  of  Brown's  Academy 
with  relation  to  expanding  the  top  floor  for 
one  more  school  room,  for  which  the  Town 
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will  pay  rent  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  ad- 
ditional work  that  would  be  necessary. 
2.  Request  permission  from  the  Official  Board 
of  the  East  Kingston  Community  Church  to 
use  the  Sunday  School  Room  for  the  addi- 
tional space  needed.
